Costs of emergency treatment 
of veterans in private hospitals 
may be paid by Veterans Adminis- 
tration only if the medical care 
was for service-connected con- 
ditions, the agency said today.

The Selectmen used excellent judgment in refusing to 
become involved in the nation-wide dispute over the visit 


of the Soviet premier. 


Many boards and organizations connected with municipal 
affairs have been adopting strong resolutions — and we 
suspect many of these are politically-inspired. It’s popu- 
lar, in the case of many politicians, to become involved 
in such an issue because it’s easy to know which is the 


popular side, 


The local Selectmen, however, took the position that 
they couldn’t possibly speak for all the residents of this 
town on an issue such as this — and refrained from appear- 


ing to do so. 


At the same time, they did suggest that every citizen 
has the right to let public officials know how he or she 
feels on any subject, and suggested that residents with 
strong opinions on this subject write to their congress- 
men and other Washington officials. 


Many Appreciate Pomp’s 


It may be so normal as to deserve little comment to 
people born and brought up in communities having public 
swimming areas, but to many others not so fortunate in 
that respect, the presence of a pond dedicated to the use 
of the town’s residents is a welcome sign that summer may 
have its pleasant moments too.

When we noted, a few weeks ago, that the House had 
passed the bill by an overwhelming majority, our first 
thought was that some of the master politicians must have 
goofed. Otherwise, there never would have been an affirm- 
ative vote on such a measure. 

That belief seems to have been confirmed by the switch 
in the votes of enough legislators to kill the bill for this 
session. Presumably it means that our state highways 
will once again be dotted with clusters of loafing men, as 
signs warm motorists to slow down, using the slogan 
‘*Men on Road’’ which has replaced the previously used 


obsurdity ‘‘Men Working’’. 


It seems difficult to understand how legislators could, 
of their own volition, desire to keep this patronage head- 
ache in their own hands. Clearly they’d be better off to 
be able to tell all patronage seekers that they no longer 
can be of assistance — thus at once ridding themselves of 
the problem and the election-year stigma of not helping a 


constituent,
